politicians. The best MPs grow out of their constituen¬ 
cies, and are not parachuted in by national parties. 

“We need people who will represent their communities 
and stand up and speak out when there’s something that’s 
clearly wrong as well as supporting their constituents by 
not always toeing the party line when that’s clearly the 
right thing to do.” 

With a career background in secondary education and 
mental health, Ms Kayes has said she is “committed to 
working hard nationally to steer the party’s role in gov¬ 
ernment towards protecting the vulnerable and delivering 
social justice in welfare reform, housing, health, educa¬ 
tion and training.” 

In Bridport Ms Kayes is known for campaigning on a 
range of social issues. She played a key role in the found¬ 
ing of the Spirit of Bridport Festival of Culture and Busi¬ 
ness Forum, as well as Bridport Community Land Trust. 
She is a member of the Green Liberal Democrats, and a 
director of social enterprise Skills Training Bridport. 

Recently she won praise for her instrumental role in 
helping to safeguard the services provided at the Bridport 
Foyer, based at West Rivers House in West Allington. 

Councillor Kayes has experience of fighting an elec¬ 
tion, having cut her teeth as the Liberal Democrat parlia¬ 
mentary candidate during the 2010 general election in 
neighbouring constituency South Dorset. 

Despite coming third in a poll that saw Conservative 
Richard Drax take the seat, Ms Kayes did achieve the 
biggest increase in vote share for the Lib Dems in any 
Dorset constituency. 

Knowing the community could be key to becoming an 
MP, Councillor Kayes believes. 

She said: “What I’m interested in is moving beyond the 
glass ceiling the Liberal Democrats have consistently hit 
against in general elections in West Dorset. 

“For election after election we’ve looked at running a 
straightforward campaign but not at what the blocks to 
success are. You really need someone local if you are to 
be able to move beyond that kind of block. Someone who 
lives here full time and is able to analyse the various fea¬ 


tures of the constituency. 

“There’s a lot of development and building to be done 
here and that’s what I'll be focusing on, along with my 
continuing role representing Bridport on the district and 
county councils.” 

The only other party to have announced their candidate 
for West Dorset is Labour, who have chosen Weymouth 
and Portland Bourough councillor Rachel Rogers. 


Peter Jenkins, chairman of the West Dorset branch of 
the UK Independence Party, said there had been a few 
people interested in running, and that his party would 
hold hustings in March or April to select a candidate. 

The Green Party, who have been represented by Sher¬ 
borne councillor Susan Greene at the previous two gen¬ 
eral elections, are yet to announce who will be standing 
for them.

Jobs lost as Blockbuster 
finally closes its doors 

EIGHT jobs have been lost in Bridport with the closure 
of the Blockbuster store in East Street. 

The entertainment chain went into administration for 
a second time last month and closed a number of its 
branches after a period of poor trading across both 
rental and retail sales. 

Although the Bridport branch has remained open, 
last week adminstrators Moorfields Corporate Recovery 
LLP announced that the final Blockbuster stores would 
close. 

In a statement, joint administrators Simon Thomas 
and Nick O'Reilly said: "It is with regret that we have to 
make today's announcement, we appreciate this is a 
difficult time for all concerned and would like to thank 
staff for their professionalism and support over the past 
month. 

"Unfortunately, we were unable to secure a buyer for 
the group as a going concern and as a result had to take 
the regrettable action to close the remaining stores." 

Before the final day of trading on Monday, December 
16th, staff from Blockbuster in Bridport declined to 
speak to the View from Bridport, informing the newspa¬ 
per that they has signed a declaration stating they 
would not comment.

group meets with MP 


ADVEARSE 

MEMBERS of the group opposing the 
proposed development at Vearse 
Farm have met with West Dorset MP 
Oliver Letwin. 

ADVEARSE (Against Development of 
Vearse Farm) discussed the proposals 
within the draft Local Plan for a major 
development at the site, which would 
see 760 new homes built near 
Colmers Hill. 


The group claims the site is inappro¬ 
priate for the development, stressing 
issues with infrastructure, drainage, 
and a negative environmental effect. 

ADVEARSE updated Mr Letwin on 
their concerns, which they say many 
people in the town are expressing 
about the impact of such a large de¬ 
velopment on the character of the 
town. 


In a statement from ADVEARSE, the 
protest group said: "We are grateful 
for the time which Mr Letwin gave us 
and for the advice which he offered. 

"We were able to explain to our MP 
that we are not against more housing 
in the town but that we increasingly 
concerned about the implications of 
a large development in such matters 
as flooding and traffic management." 


Training scheme will return for second year 


A SCHEME supporting unemployed adults in Bridport 
will continue for a second year after it received a grant of 
£ 11 , 000 . 

Skills Training Bridport (STB), a community social en¬ 
terprise, has been given the money from Dorset Skills and 
Learning’s Community Learning Fund. 

The grant will enable up to 50 people to experience job- 
related training on a number of different aspects, such as 
personal skills, interview and CV writing, and numeracy, 
literacy and IT skills. 

This year the project team has sourced additional fund¬ 
ing to help participants complete certified courses in oc¬ 
cupational skills, including health and safety, computer 
software and customer service. 

There will also be work-based learning opportunities 
that match the need of employers in the local area as well 
as individual one-to-one mentoring from a range of busi¬ 
ness representatives from Bridport and the surround 
area. 

Bridport and West Dorset District councillor Ros Kayes, 
who is a founder member of the project, said: “We have 
asked employers locally about the skills they require and 
are overjoyed to have a number of volunteer mentors from 
the local business community, who are willing to help to 
support our learners in developing the skills necessary to 
start their own businesses, and the employability skills that 
will make them more work ready and therefore a more 
employable to local employers. 

“Our mentors include members of the Bridport Chamber 
of Trade and Commerce, whose president, Tim Hunt, has 
also helped to plan and implement this and delivered the 


previous project through his team at Miles Cross Educa¬ 
tion and Enterprise Centre, Symondsbury.” 

The new year will see STB working with Magna Hous¬ 
ing, with some of the training courses taking place in the 
IT suites at West Rivers House, North Allington. 

Kingston Maurward College’s Bridport Centre will also 
be involved, with some sessions being staged at the train¬ 
ing centre in North Mills. 

Ms Kayes added: “I’m really, really excited about the 
range of opportunites our trainers and mentors will be able 
to offer.”

Council puts Broomhills meeting back to January 


Thanks for your votes 


A MEETING to discuss the contro¬ 
versial Broomhills Waste Manage¬ 
ment Centre has been moved to 
January after Dorset County Council 
received a number of criticisms. 

Traffic measures put forward by the 
Highways Agency to address road 
safety were only published on Thurs¬ 
day, December 5th, and members felt 
concerned that, with a meeting 
planned this Friday to discuss it, coun¬ 
cillors and members of the public 
wouldn’t have enough time to con¬ 
sider it. 

The county council has now agreed 
to move the meeting to 2014. 


A Dorset County Council spokes¬ 
man said: “The planning application 
for the Waste Management Centre at 
Broomhills Nursery was due to be dis¬ 
cussed at a special meeting of the 
council’s planning committee this Fri¬ 
day (December 20th). 

“However, a number of local resi¬ 
dents and town councillors expressed 
concerns about not having enough 
time to consider the application and its 
supporting documents. 

“To address this issue, we have de¬ 
cided to defer the item to the next 
meeting of the planning committee on 
January 17th, which will be held at 


County Hall in Dorchester. 

“This will give people more time to 
consider all the information and sub¬ 
mit any comments to us before the 
matter is discussed in the new year.” 

West Dorset District Councillor Ros 
Kayes, who is also a Bridport town 
councillor, was one of the first coun¬ 
cillors to highlight problems with hav¬ 
ing a meeting this Friday and has 
welcomed the change of date. 

She said: “I think everyone will be 
pleased they’ve come to their senses 
and will now allow adequate time be¬ 
fore the meeting is held.” 


■ FIRSTLY can I thank all those 
who voted for me as their 
Labour candidate in the recent 
town council by-election. 

I would also like to thank this 
newspaper for allowing candi¬ 
dates space to put forward their 
reasons why they should be sup¬ 
ported, unlike the Bridport News 
who presumably thought a 
town council election of no sig¬ 
nificance. 

That aside, I am concerned that 
even though individuals had the 
opportunity of casting a postal 
vote, the turnout for the election 
was only 18 percent. 

That means that 82 per cent, or 
over 2,000 individuals did not 
bother to vote. 

This at a time when food banks 
are proliferating, welfare pay¬ 
ments cut and affordable hous¬ 
ing unobtainable for the several 
thousand on the local housing 
waiting list. 

I can only presume that those 
82 per cent see no need for af¬ 
fordable housing, think food 
banks the way forward for soci¬ 
ety in the 21 st century, and that 
politicians deserve an 11 per 


cent rise. 

Can you imagine the uproar 
from the coalition government if 
a trade union put in a claim for 
an 11 per cent pay increase. 

Of course there is a growing 
discontent with politics and 
politicians in this country today, 
but at least individuals could 
have expressed their feelings by 
voting and spoiling their ballot 
paper. 


In that way they would have 
got their message across loud 
and clear. 

But whether you voted or not, 
I would take this opportunity on 
behalf of the local Labour Party 
to wish you all a Happy Christ¬ 
mas and hope the coalition abol¬ 
ish zero hour contracts in the 
New Year.

Police warning over bike 
thefts as two are stolen 

POLICE in Bridport are encouraging cyclists to take steps to pro¬ 
tect their bicycles after two were stolen last week. 

A white Scott Aspect 20, fitted with disc brakes, was taken after 
a break-in to a shed at a property in Crock Lane, Bothenhampton. 
The incident occurred sometime between midday on Friday, No¬ 
vember 29th, and 11 am on Sunday, December 1 st. 

The bicycle, which is valued at over £500, has a tear in the saddle 
covering and the rear wheel has a slash in the tyre. It also has Rock 
Shocks front shock absorbers and is fitted with a water bottle 
holder. 

Another cycle, a black Cannondale mountain bike, was reported 
as stolen from a back garden at Longs Court, West Street. It had 
been left unsecured. 

PCSO John Burton said: "Cycle theft can be prevented. Always 
lock up your cycle wherever you are, even when it's at home. It is 
also advisable to do so when left inside the garage or shed. 

"Get your cycle security marked by having your postcode and 
house number etched into the frame. Always keep a record of the 
cycle frame number. 

"If you have not got a shed or garage alarm then put one on your 
Christmas list now!" 

There are a host of effective low cost alarms on the market, PCSO 
Burton added, with some able to ring you on your mobile phone 
when activated and others providing a noisy deterrent to alert you 
or neighbours to possible intruders.

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Don't be a victim of 
crime this Christmas 


DORSET Police are reminding residents to 
think about the security of their homes over 
the festive period. 

Burglary crime traditionally increases dur¬ 
ing the festive period, say the police, with a 
marked rise in the number of crimes com¬ 
mitted in December and January compared 
with October and November. 

Detective Inspector Richard Dixey, of 
Dorset Police's Priority CrimeTeam, is calling 
on residents to take some simple crime pre¬ 
vention steps to make sure burglars don't 
ruin their Christmas. 

He said: "Ensuring valuables and presents 
are not left on display and making sure that 
all windows and doors are securely locked 
when leaving the property will reduce the 
chances of being burgled. 

"Burglaries tend to increase over the festive 
season due to the longer hours of darkness 
and because criminals know people will 
have valuables and presents in their homes." 

Members of the public with devices such 
as iPads, smartphones and laptops should 
consider downloading tracker apps, added 
Dl Dixey. 

Under the banner of Operation Castle,

Dl Dixey continued: "We will be stepping 
up patrols in vulnerable areas and working 
with neighbourhood and community 
groups to ensure the crime prevention mes¬ 
sage gets out to all residents. 

"Not only will we be targeting burglars 
over Christmas, we will also be targeting 
handlers of stolen goods.

Detective Superintendent Andy Clowser of 
Dorset Police said: "We want everyone to 
enjoy celebrating the festive season, but I 
urge people to take simple steps to help stay 
safe on a night out. 

"If you're out celebrating, make sure you 
stay in your group of friends and look after 
and look out for each other - in particular 
never leave your intoxicated friends alone. 

"Always make sure you know how you're 
getting home at the end of the night - keep 
money aside for a licensed taxi or bus. Keep 
your mobile fully charged and never walk 
home alone. 

"Unfortunately, we know that there are in¬ 
dividuals who will take advantage of people 
who get so intoxicated that they become 
vulnerable. 

"As a result, it is so important that people 
who go out drinking make sure they don't 
drink to the extent that they become vulner¬ 
able and put themselves at risk." 
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A CHILDREN’S story book written and il¬ 
lustrated by Weldmar Hospicecare Trust 
patients is now on sale in Bridport.

Partygoers are being urged to think 
of the devastating consequences of 
drinking and driving over the festive 
season.

drugs will be breathalysed as usual by 
officers. 

Inspector Richard Pryce, head of 
Roads Policing, said driving while 
under the influence of drink or drugs 
is never tolerated but during the 
festive period the force will be keep 
an even closer eye on offenders. 

He said: “If you drink and drive you 
risk significant consequences. This is 
not only increasing your chance of 
causing serious injury through a 
collision, but life changing 
consequences to simply running a 
normal life.

THE LEGAL LIMIT 

You must not drive if you are above the following limits: 

• 35 microgrammes of alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
breath 

• 80 milligrammes of alcohol in 100 millilitres of blood 

• 107 milligrammes of alcohol in 100 millilitres of urine 
It is difficult to determine the amount of alcohol that 
can be drunk before a person reaches these levels as 
each person’s alcohol tolerance varies. Therefore, the 
only way to guarantee that you will provide a negative 
test is not to drink and drive. 

WHAT IS THE LEGAL LIMIT IN UNITS? 

The legal drink drive limit cannot be accurately 
converted into a certain number of units, as alcohol 
intake depends on a number of factors, which include 
the individual’s response to alcohol.

Geography students 
wade through field trip 


SIXTH form students from Beaminster and 
Bridport braved the cold water of the River 
Piddle to collect data for their summer 
exams. 

Based at Leeson House Field Studies Cen¬ 
tre, near Swanage, a team of young people 
from the Sir John Colfox School and 
Beaminster School joint sixth form visited 
four sites along the river, with a particular 
focus on the sediment size and angularity. 

Matt Curtis-Dyke, group leader and head 
of geography at Beaminster School, said: 
“Field trips form an invaluable part of the A 
level course in the joint sixth form, and we 
are already preparing for another field trip in 
the summer. 

“Geography provides students with an un¬ 
derstanding of the forever changing com¬ 
plexities of the world around us, whilst 
preparing students for the world of work 
through their team work and organisational 
skills, and it is a great pleasure to be able to 
work with Mr Preston and the students from 
Sir John Colfox School.” 

Flow meters, tape measures and metre 
rulers were used to gather data about veloc¬ 
ity, river depth and width, which the students 
compared their results with MJ Bradshaw’s 
model of a typical river. 

Sir John Colfox School geography teacher 
Mr Nic Preston said: “I think that having a 
joint sixth form with Beaminster School has 
many plusses. 

“Students from both schools integrated

School's Saxon hut project reaches milestone 


VOLUNTEERS at Thorner's 
School's Discovery Area cele¬ 
brated this month as the basic 
timber structure of their Saxon 
hut was secured. 

The milestone was marked at a 
'topping out'ceremony, attended 
by a number of the volunteers 
who have been using ancient 
building techniques to erect the 
hut in the grounds of the school. 

As well as using skills and re¬ 
sources that the Saxons would 
have used, the group used mate¬ 
rial sourced from the local area. 


According to community artist 
Mickey Bell, who has been heavily 
involved with the Discovery Area, 
said that 'topping out' is a cere¬ 
mony held when the last beam is 
placed at the top of a building; 
the origins of the ceremony 
are somewhat obscure and 
thought to have been brought to 
this country by Scandinavian set¬ 
tlers. 

A toast is usually made and 
sometimes the workers are 
treated to a meal. 

The last beam to be hoisted is 


usually painted white and signed 
by all the workers. 

Ms Bell said:"On this more local 
occasion, in the depths of Litton 
Cheney, the adult and child vol¬ 
unteers wished the Saxon hut a 
long life, luck and many enjoy¬ 
able school lessons and meetings 
for many generations to come 
under its shelter, by adorning its 
timbers with the traditional sprigs 
of evergreen and wooden deco¬ 
rations. 

"We toasted it with hot choco¬ 
late and mugs of tea brewed on 



the fire, with more a snack than a 
meal of dunking biscuits and but¬ 
tered fire toasted crumpets. 

"The children enjoyed piecing 
together small evergreen decora¬ 
tions traditionally used to sym¬ 
bolize growth and bring luck. 

"It's great to see the hut grow¬ 
ing, and I'd like to say a big thank 
you to everyone involved in help¬ 
ing us get it built in our history- 
rich Bride Valley." 

"The Discovery Area seems to 


be getting quite a name for itself, 
and other schools and commu¬ 
nity groups are seeking advice 
and ideas from our space here, 
which is really exciting thinking 
that other children around the 
area will be able to enjoy a future 
of extended learning outdoors 
and that our project is one of ex¬ 
ample."

Police ready to tackle domestic abuse 


THERE will be additional specially 
trained officers dedicated to deal¬ 
ing with domestic abuse over the 
festive period, Dorset Police has 
announced. 

Officers will be conducting extra 
reassurance visits to high risk vic¬ 
tims to ensure they continue to be 
safe. 

Police will be targeting serial per¬ 
petrators of domestic abuse and 
nown offenders of domestic abuse 
can expect to receive a police visit 
to ensure they are abiding by any 
special conditions or court orders. 

Along with monitoring, officers 
will also be providing a response to 
any reported incidents. 

Inspector Steve Thorpe of Dorset 
Police said: “We are determined to 
support victims in reporting these 
crimes, and make sure those who 
inflict abuse are brought to justice. 


This is a Force priority. 

“Along with our own experienced 
and specially trained officers who 
investigate these offences, we also 
work in close partnership with 
other support agencies who can 
also offer support, advice and guid¬ 
ance.” 

Dorset Police receives on average 
700 reports of domestic abuse per 
month across the county. 

Reported incidents of domestic 
abuse tend to increase over the 
Christmas and New Year period. 

Inspector Thorpe added: “If you 
commit an act of domestic abuse 
against your partner, expect to be 
arrested, dealt with robustly and go 
through the Criminal Justice Sys¬ 
tem if appropriate. Domestic abuse 
offences can attract significant cus¬ 
todial sentences. 

“Dorset Police is committed to 


preventing these offences develop¬ 
ing into more serious violent 
crimes. 

“Across the UK two women a 
week and one man every 17 days 
are killed by their partner or former 
partner. 

“Alcohol can play a part in do¬ 
mestic abuse. Please ensure you do 
not become a victim or a perpetra¬ 
tor as the result of excessive drink¬ 
ing. 

“Our officers want children and 
families throughout Dorset to be 
able to enjoy Christmas free from 
the fear of domestic abuse. 

“I strongly encourage anybody 
suffering from this awful crime to 
report it and seek help.”

EIGHTIES idol Boy George wowed the Electric Palace 
during a near-capacity DJ set in Bridport on Friday night. 

The Culture Club front man left his blue-eyed soul and 
New Romantic roots behind him as he led those present 
at the town's former cinema through a late-night lesson 
in classic house music. 

The South Street venue was hosting its first Honey Trap 
Disco club night. 

On stage Boy George controlled the crowds with his 
hypnotic and pulsating dance anthems but before his 
gig the famously flamboyant artist was calm as he de¬ 
scribed how he felt about playing a smaller venue of 
around 350 guests. 

He said: "I'm not a size queen, I play all different types 
of places. I've just been to Miami and played a gig there 
and before I played in a very small bar in SoHo. 

"With DJing you're always playing different sorts of 
places - sometimes you're playing festivals, sometimes 
it's a few hundred people, sometimes it's massive. The 
question is always one thing: do we have a party? 
Whether it's 10 people or 400 people the question is al¬ 
ways are people into it and are they having a good time? 
The size of the crowd is irrelevant. 

"Especially in America at the moment, I did sort of say 
they need to redefine the word 'dance' because I think a 
lot of the music that is popular in America people don't 
really dance to, there's lots of stopping bits where people 
just sort of stand there with their camera phones. I come 
from the old school - with dance music the clue is in the 
title: dance music. 

"So, in a way, if it's a small crowd and they're having a 
good time that's actually much better than a massive 
crowd that aren't enjoying it. When I say I'm not a size 
queen, that's what I mean." 

Boy George rose to fame when Culture Club's third sin¬ 
gle, Do You Really Want to Hurt Me, reached the number 
one spot in over a dozen countries in 1982, selling more 
than 6.5 million copies. More success followed, with the 
group becoming the first band since The Beatles to have 
three US top ten singles from a debut album before their 
1983 single Karma Chameleon become the biggest sell¬ 
ing single of the year. 

After the group disbanded some well-publicised drug 
and legal problems followed, but Boy George has re¬ 
mained passionate with his dabbling in house music. 

Before the Electric 
Palace gig he told the 
View from Bridport: "I 
kind of stopped making 
music, and stopped being 
in a band, around '87, and 
got into electronic dance 
music, and that's what I've 
been doing for the last 25 
years. I still do that, it's ob¬ 
viously what I'm doing 
tonight, it's what I do 
most weekends. I travel 
all over the world doing 
that." 

Despite releasing well- 
received dance records

and admitting to being 
"immersed" in the house 
music scene, the artist has recently released This Is What 
I Do, his first studio album of original material in more 
than 18 years 

He said: "A couple of years ago I just thought it's time 
to make a new record, partly because I hadn't done it for 
a lA/hiio and it kind nf fppk frpsh and excitina at the mo¬ 




ment, but partly because I could make this record myself. 
It's out of my own label, it's coming out all over the world. 
I'm going to Europe next week to start promoting it and 
next year America. 

"There's no one looking over my shoulder saying 'it has 
to be this type of record' or 'you have to go and record 
with Calvin Harris'or whoever. It's a record I wanted to 
make in my own way and I'm very happy with it." 

Admitting he's never been to Bridport before, Boy 
George did hint that a return to west Dorset to live 'the 
good life'could be possible when he said: "I do actually 
want to grow some vegetables. I want to become Margo 
and I feel like this could be the place." 

With the appearance of Boy George in Bridport, the 
Electric Palace is hoping other equally famous musicians 
could follow in his footsteps. 

Angie Porter, marketing manager at the Electric Palace, 
said: "It's fantastic for Bridport, people really do want to 
come here. Bridport is known for being a really support¬ 
ive place and a venue to try out new stuff. 

"Boy George has been in Ibiza all over the summer so 
in a way this is the winter Ibiza, and we're going to carry 
on with getting great DJs down here." 

"It's a perfect venue to have a festival atmosphere. 
There's a massive dance floor but it's also got some at¬ 
mosphere to it as well." 

Jonny Melton, who or¬ 
ganised the Honey Trap 
Disco night and sup¬ 
ported Boy George as DJ 
Jonny Slut, is hopeful that 
there will be more club 
nights, and he praised the 
vision of the Electric 
Palace management 
team. 

He said: "It's a really 
lovely venue, it's a beauti¬ 
ful building and it's run by 
good people. I think the 
thing about Bridport is 
you get a really nice 
eclectic mix." 

Before going onstage, 

Boy George gave some advice to budding local musi¬ 
cians on how to make it in the industry. 

He said:"l would say be true to yourself, obviously work 
hard, head up, be professional, get a good hat - I think 
that's very essential."

Downton’s third Christmas special sees the action shift 
to 1923 and American actor Paul Giamatti joining the 
cast. The debutante season has arrived and Rose is to be 
presented at Buckingham Palace. 

Not one to miss such a grand occasion, Martha (Shirley 
MacLaine) arrives from New York with Cora’s recently dis¬ 
graced brother Harold (Giamatti). Both outspoken and 



larger-than-life, they make quite an impression among 
certain members of London's high society. 

When the Crawleys are implicated in a scandal that 
threatens to engulf the monarchy, Robert shows that he 
is prepared to go to great lengths to protect the royal fam¬ 
ily as well as his own. 

Doctor Who (BBC One, Christmas Day, 7:30pm) will go 
head-to-head with the Christmas Day visit to Coronation 
Street (ITV 7:30pm). But how anyone could opt for a mis¬ 
erable Christmas in Weatherfield rather than an adven¬ 
ture in time and space is beyond me! 

It doesn’t seem five minutes ago we were watching 
David Tennant regenerate into Matt Smith but, yes, it’s 
that time again. Christmas Day’s ‘The Time of the Doctor’ 
will see the introduction of Peter Capaldi as the man with 
the sonic screwdriver. 

Coming hot on the heels of last month’s 50th anniver¬ 
sary special, it’s been a great few weeks for Doctor Who 
fans. This, the 800th episode of the series, also features 
both daleks and cybermen - should be a classic. 

COMEDY

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MULLED WINE

Preparation time Less than 30 mins 
Cooking time Less than 10 mins 
Serves 6 
Ingredients 

1 bottle red wine • 60g/2oz demerara sugar • 1 cinnamon stick 
grated nutmeg • 1 orange, halved • 1 dried bay leaf 

Preparation method 

1. Put the wine in a saucepan with the orange, sugar, bayleaf and 
the spices. 

2. Heat gently until the sugar has dissolved. Taste to see if you want 
the wine sweeter, and add more sugar to taste. 

3. Off the heat, stir in the sloe or damson gin if you are using it. 

4. Strain into heatproof glasses and serve at once. 


MUFFINS 

Preparation time Less than 30 mins 
Cooking time 10 to 30 mins 
Makes 24 Muffins 

Ingredients 

200g self-raising flour, sifted • lOOg golden caster sugar 
100ml sunflower oil 75ml milk • 1 large free-range egg 
50g qood quality dark chocolate, chopped 
1 heaped tbsp high quality mincemeat 
50g good quality white chocolate, chopped 
50g dried (or fresh) cranberries 


YULE LOG 

Preparation time 50 mins 
plus chilling 
Serves 8 




Ingredients 

3 eggs • 85g golden caster sugar • 85g plain flour (less 2 tbsp) 
2 tbsp cocoa powder • Vz tsp baking powder 

For the filling 

50g butter • 140g dark chocolate • broken into squares 
1 tbsp golden syrup • 284ml pot double cream 200g icing sugar 

Preparation method 

1. Heat oven to 200C/fan 180C/gas 6. Grease and line a 23 x 32cm 
Swiss roll tin with baking parchment. Beat the eggs and sugar to¬ 
gether with an electric whisk for about 8 mins until thick and creamy. 

2. Mix the flour, cocoa and baking powder together, then sift onto 
the egg mixture. Fold in very carefully, then pour into the tin. Bake 
for 10 mins. 

3. Lay a sheet of baking parchment on the work surface. When the 
cake is ready, tip it onto the parchment, peel off the lining paper, 
then roll the cake up from its longest edge with the paper inside. 
Leave to cool. 

4. To make the icing, melt the butter and chocolate together in a bowl 
over a pan of hot water. Take from the heat and stir in the syrup and 
5 tbsp cream. Beat in the icing sugar until smooth. Whisk the re¬ 
maining cream until it holds its shape. Unravel the cake, spread the 
cream over the top, then carefully roll up again into a log. 

5. Cut a thick diagonal slice from one end of the log. Lift the log on 
to a plate, then arrange the slice on the side with the diagonal cut 
against the cake to make a branch. 

6. Spread the icing over the log and branch (don't cover the ends), 
then use a fork to mark the icing to give the effect of tree bark. Scatter 
with unsifted icing sugar to resemble snow, and decorate with holly. 


Preparation method 

1. Preheat the oven to 190C/375F/Gas 5 and put 24 mini¬ 
muffin cases inside a mini-muffin tin. 

2. Mix the flour and sugar in a bowl, then make a well in 
the centre. Whisk together the oil, milk and egg and slowly 
pour into the bowl, stirring gently Divide this mixture be¬ 
tween two bowls. In one bowl add the dark chocolate and 
mincemeat. Add the white chocolate and cranberries to 
the other bowl. Stir very gently. 

3. Divide the two mixtures among the 24 muffin cases and 
bake for 20 minutes or until golden brown and risen. 

4. Remove the muffins to a wire rack and eat warm. 

EGG NOG 

Preparation time Less than 30 mins 
Cooking time Less than 10 mins 
Serves 4-6 

Ingredients 

1140ml/2 pints whole milk • 6 free-range eggs 
50g/2oz caster sugar • 1 vanilla pod, split 
20 fresh cherries, stones removed and halved 
200ml/7fl oz brandy • cocoa powder, for dusting 

Preparation method 

1. Place the milk, eggs, sugar and vanilla pod in a medium 
pan and heat gently, without boiling, until the mixture 
thickens enough to coat the back of a spoon. 

2. The egg nog can be chilled at this stage or served hot. 

3. To serve, scatter the cherries in the bottom of each serv¬ 
ing glass. Divide the brandy between the glasses and pour 
the egg nog over. Dust with cocoa powder and serve.

CHRISTMAS 
PUDDING 

Preparation time Overnight 
Cooking time 2 hours 
Ingredients 

350g/ 12oz mixed dried fruit (raisins, currants, sultanas) 
lOOg/St^oz pitted ready-to-eat prunes, chopped or left whole 
lOOg/S^oz dark muscovado sugar • 4 tbsp dark rum 
lOOml/S^fl oz stout • 100g/3V^oz chopped walnuts 
100g/3V^oz blanched almonds • lOOg/SVaoz ground almonds 
lOOg/SVaoz fresh white breadcrumbs • 50g/l%oz plain flour 
100g/3V2OZ frozen butter, grated, plus a little extra for greasing 
Vz tsp freshly grated nutmeg • 1 tsp ground cinnamon 
2 tsp mixed spice • 100g/3V2OZ chopped glace cherries (or 
left whole if you prefer) • 3 large free-range eggs, beaten 


Preparation method 

1. Combine the mixed fruit, prunes, muscovado sugar, rum and 
stout in a mixing bowl. Stir well to mix, cover and leave for 24 hours 
to soak. 

2. After 24 hours, mix the walnuts, almonds, ground almonds, 
breadcrumbs, flour, butter, spices, cherries and eggs along with the 
soaked fruit mixture in a large mixing bowl, making sure you in¬ 
clude all the soaking liquor from the soaked fruit. Mix well until 
completely combined (let all the members of the family have a stir 
and make a wish). 

3. Cover with cling film and leave to stand in a cool place for 24 
hours. 

4. After 24 hours, grease a 1 .2 litre / 2 pint pudding basin with butter. 
Cut a circle of baking paper and place into the bottom of the pud¬ 
ding basin and then grease it with a little more butter. Pack the 
pudding mixture into the pudding basin, pressing as you add it. 
Fold a pleat into the middle of a large piece of baking paper and 
place over the pudding. Cover with a large piece of pleated foil, en¬ 
suring the pleats are on top of one another. Secure tightly with 
kitchen string tied under the lip of the pudding basin. 

5. Place an upturned saucer into a large saucepan one-quarter full 
of water. Fold a long piece of foil into quarters lengthways to create 
a long strip and place the pudding basin in the middle of the strip. 
Bring the sides of the strip up the sides of the pudding basin and 
lower into the saucepan. Ensure the water in the saucepan comes 
one-third of the way up the side of the pudding basin, but nowhere 
near the top of the basin. Leave the ends of the foil strip hanging 
over the side to make it easy to remove the pudding later. 

6. Bring the water to the boil and then reduce the heat to a gentle 
simmer. Simmer gently for 5-6 hours, topping up the water level 
as necessary throughout cooking (do not allow the pan to dry out). 

7. Once the pudding is cooked, remove from the pan and set aside 
to cool. The pudding can be stored for up to two years in a cool, 
dry place. To serve, reheat the pudding by steaming again (in the 
same way) for two hours, or until hot all the way through. Alter¬ 
natively, remove the foil and reheat in the microwave.

THE VERSO compact MPV is being readied to 
be the first Toyota model to use a new 1.6-litre 
D-4D diesel engine from BMW, introduced in a 
revised UK range that adds a new Trend grade 
offering extra style and high-tech equipment 
features. 

1.6 D-4D engine 

The new 1.6 D-4D diesel engine, making its 
Toyota debut in the 2014 Verso, is sourced from 
the BMW Group. Toyota engineers have made 
extensive modifications to the engine, includ¬ 
ing a newly-developed dual-mass flywheel, re¬ 
vised engine mounts, and completely 
redesigned electrical interfaces. It is fitted to a 
Toyota six-speed manual transmission with 
stop-start technology, a first for the Verso range. 

It replaces the 2.0-litre D-4D engine in the UK 
line-up, offering higher efficiency and a 20kg 
weight saving. Maximum power is llObhp 


(82kW) at 4,00rpm and peak torque is 270Nm, 
generated from 1,750 to 2,250rpm. Nought to 
62mph acceleration is despatched in 12.7 sec¬ 
onds and top speed is 115mph. 

Fuel economy is eight per cent better than 
the 2.0 D-4D unit, with 62.8mpg* combined 
cycle consumption. C02emissions are lower by 
10g/km at 119g/km* (*figures provisional prior 
to official homologation). 

These figures are supported by the first de¬ 
ployment of a stop and start system in Verso, in 
line with the efficiency principles of Toyota Op¬ 
timal Drive.

IT was always going to be a tough order 
when Bridport travelled to Larkhall Athletic 
on Saturday.
